NATURAL TREES. Be sure the 
tree is fresh, not dyed green. Except 
for the tree having been stored in ex- 
tremely cold weather, the needles 
should be supple and bend, not snap. 


When bumped on the ground, only a 
few, old needles should fall; a rainof 
needles indicates a dry, hazardous 
tree. The cut end should. be sticky 
from sap. 

If you store the tree before 
decorating, keep it in a bucket of 
water in a cool place, away from 
heat and out of the wind. 

Before decorating, cut one inch off 
the bottom of the tree to improve 
water absorption. Set the tree in 
water in a sturdy, non-tip stand. Guy 
wires may be used and needed for 
stability. 

Keep the tree away from candles, 
TV sets, fireplaces, open flames and 
heat vents. Do not set it up in or near 
an exitway. 

‘Add water in the tree every day. 
Plain water is best; absorption of 
other preparations may clog the 
trunk and prevent water absorption. 
When the neédles are dry, discard 
the tree. 

Be sure it car- 
ries the label of an approved safety-

*METALLIC TREES. Use only in- 
direct spotlighting) unless the tree 
has a built-in electrical unit with the 
label of an approved safety-testing 
agency. Do not use decorative lights 
ona metallic tree. 

*eLIGHTING. Replace worn- in- 
sulation, loose bulb sockets and 
broken plugs. Be sure all lighting 
sets are testing-agency approved. 
Use only 15 ampere circuits. 

Be sure decorative lights are not 
close to combustible materials. Do 
not use candles or open flame 
around or on the tree. Do not use 
candles in decorations or displays. 

Make sure all decorative lights 
are turned off before going to bed or 
leaving the house. Provide a switch 
away from. the tree for controlling 
the lights. Do not crawl around or 
under the tree for any reason. 

Indoor lighting sets should not be 
used outdoors. Beé sure outdoor 
lighting sets, extension cords and 
fixtures are testing-agency approv- 


ed. 

DECORATIONS. Use only flame- 
retardant or noncombustible 
materials. Do not juse untreated cot- 
ton batting, flocking, tissue paper or 
flammable foam plastics on or 
around the tree. Keep gift wrapping 
and electric toys away from the tree. 

*°HOME SAFETY. If you use 
liquid-fuel space heaters, be sure 
they are vented and have an. ade- 
quate air supply. Be sure also that 
they are testing-agency approved, 
and be sure to réad and follow the 
manufacturer’s instructions. 

Refuel the heater outside where 
there’s plenty of air; e.g., the garage 
or patio. Use only the correct fuel, 
which should be stored properly in a 
safe place. Keep the space heater 
away from all combustible 
materials. 

*CELEBRATIONS. Be sure to 
keep exits clear. Provide large ash- 
trays. Dispose of smoking materials 
in covered, metal waste containers.

My daughter is married to an 
alcoholic and drug addict and has 
two children. Her hu: ind does not 
work — in fact, every time there is a 
possibility of a good job, he goes off 
on a drunken binge and uses that as 
his excuse that he is unable to work. 

‘The public assistance offices have 
classified him as an alcoholic who is 
unable to work, with no more ques- 
tions asked. Both my daughter and 
her husband are able-bodied and 
able to work 


He has abused the Medicaid card 
for his drugs. He constantly goes to 
psychiatrists or commits himself to 
the mental wards of hospitals (on 
Medicaid) so that the doctors will 
prescribe “downer” drugs. 

Ile has a free prescription paid by 
Medicaid. He buys food with his food 


stamps, but uses the change receiv- 
ed back to buy liquor. 

Their home is dirty and roach- 
infested, as are many properties 
where aid recipients live, because of 
cheaper rent. I don’t understand 
why the Health Department doesn’t 
crack down on landlords to clean up 
their properties, but evidently it 
doesn’t happen 

They do not have a washing 
machine. They do not go to the laun- 
dromat, as they use their money 
more foolishly. They wash by hand 
at times, but many times the kids 
are wearing dirty clothes and are 
without socks, etc. 

Even though, to date, the children 
have not been truly physically abus- 
ed, they have seen and heard many 
knock-down, drag-out fights. 

The oldest child has missed a good 
deal. of school for one reason or 
another, and gone through many 
emotional traumas. Still, no in- 
vestigation and no evident concern. 

The husband’s mother reported 
them to Family Services when the 
oldest child was a baby. The Hot 
Line in Springfield tgld her that 
many “good” parents lived in this 
fashion, and as long as the children 
were not physically abused, Aid 


would not interfere. They inferred it 
wi none of her business what the 
recipients did with their money or

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THE LAW AND YOU 


Over the years, various state legislatures have 
passed certain laws in an attempt to prohibit 
Specific conduct. At times these laws have been 
challenged as being “unconstitutionally vague.” 
(As an example, several years ago many states 
passed laws prohibiting loitering in an attempt 
to allow local police departments to arrest 
undesirable persons who were standing on 
street corners. Most of these laws were struck 
down because individuals did not know exactly 
what conduct was prohibited 

‘An Illinois law was recently challenged on this 
same basis. In 1983, the legislature passed the 
Illinois Public Demonstrations Law which state 
that it was unlawful for any group to participate 
in any march or gathering on roadways if it 
would obstruct pedestrian or vehicular traffic. 
The law also provided that-any group which was 
planning such a march or gathering on road 
ways had to give notice to the “principal law en- 
forcement officer” regarding the plans at least 
24 hours in advance. 

In June of 1984, 21 people were arrested at an 
arsenal in Rock Island, Illinois, during 2 
demonstration against nuclear weapons. They 
were arrested while sitting or lying in the street, 
following a warning by police officers to clear 
the roadway.

with violations of the Illinois Public Demonstra- 
tions Law, and they challenged the statute as 
being ““unconstitutionally vague."” 

Is this law specific enough with regard to 
what is required of people who wish to conduct 
a march on a highway? The Courts have in- 
dicated that a law must spell out exactly what 
activity is prohibited so that a person can steer 
clear of unlawful conduct. The Illinois Supreme 
Court noted in an earlier case that vague laws 
trap the innocent by not providing fair warning- 

"Phe Supreme Court felt that the portion of 
this law Which required notice of a march ona 
highway to the “principal law enforcement of- 
ficer’” was “unconstitutionally vague.”” The law 
never defined-who this officer was. The person 
or group who intended to demonstrate had no 
way of knowing whether the notice should be 
given to the sheriff, the chief of police, the State 
Police Department, or the State's attorney. Fur- 
thermore, it was unclear whether notice was to 
be given to the “principal law enforcement of- 
ficer’’ where the march originated, where it ter 
minated, or to every town it passed through.

How should you care for a newly 
purchased Christmas tree? I would 
suggest cutting 1 to 1% inches from 
the butt of the tree and promptly 
place the tree in a pail of fresh 
water. If you must store the tree 
before placing it in your home, store 
in a cool, wind-free area such-as 
your garage. Avoid storing the tree 
on the ground, as it may become 
frozen in place and be difficult to 
move without breaking the bran- 
ches. ha 

How should you prepare your tree 
for display in your home? Be sure to 
use a stand that has a reservoir of 
adequate size for the tree that you 
have purchased. Before placing the 
tree in the stand, I would suggest 
making either a diagonal cut of a 
right angle cut on the butt: of the. 
tree. If a tree has’been cut.for any 
length of time, it will no longer ab- 
sorb water. The fresh cut should im- 
prove the uptake of water by the 
tree

Many trees sold commercially in 
Illinois .are imported from out-of- 
state, Witte said, and may be two to 
three months old before reaching the 
consumer. Such trees can pose a fire 
hazard when brought into the home 


designs. 


Tips keep Christmas tree fresh 


How much water will a fresh cut 
tree absorb ? It is not uncommon for 
a tree to use as much as two quarts 
of water during the first 24 hours it is 
inside the home. The tree should 
take up an average of a quart of 
water a day the first week. This will 
vary depending on the size of the 
tree and how cool the house is kept. I 
would suggest checking the water 
level in the stand twice a day. 

Where should you locate a Chri 
mas tree in your home? I think it is 
important to avoid placing a tree 
near a heat vent unless that vent can 
be shut off for the Christmas season. 
Heat will dry out a tree very quickly. 
Be careful about placing a tree near 
an open fireplace. Reducing the 
room temperature also will reduce 
the amount of moisture a tree will 
lose through evaporation. 

Make this Christmas a safe Christ- 
mas. Don’t let your tree become a 
fire hazard!

and decorated for Christmas. 


Trees purchased from Illinois 
Christmas tree farms are virtually 
flameproof if properly cared for, 
Witte said. The butt end of a fresh 
cut tree should be placed in water 
within 24 hours of cutting. If the tree 
is several days old, a couple of in- 
ches of the butt should be cut off, 
preferrably at an angle to expose 
more of the wood surface to the 
water. Keep the tree stand’s water 
reservoir filled with fresh water and 
do not let the water level drop below 
the cut-off tree stem. Additives sold 
in department stores for the purpose 
of prolonging the tree’s freshness 
are unnecessary if the tree if fresh to 
begin with and is properly cared for 
throughout the Christmas season, 
Witte said.

They really went at it 


Sports up at Lincoln, Il., at the 
Odd Fellows Orphans Home in the 
early 1920’s for the 400 or more girls 
and boys was about the same as that 
in the outside world. 

The boys favored baseball first, 
and then basketball and a bad third, 
football. The girls were experts in 
jumping the rope, hop-scotch, jacks 
and, before they got too old for it, 
playing with their dolls. 

In, baseball, the boys more than 
held their own with the “town boys’’ 


even though the kids from Lincoln” 


averaged somewhat older than the 
home kids. The “home’? boys (and 
girls) left the home at age 16 and 
tended to be an average of one to two 
years younger than town fellows. 

However, the home team usually 
enjoyed -an advantage in that they 
played together as a unit while the 
kids from town normally had a “‘pick 
up” make-up look to their teams. 
And, of course, from 1924 through 
the spring of 1927, the Home team 
had me as their ace pitcher with my 
dependable round-house curve 
which. 

(The pitch was very effective in 
the near darkness -- we played most 
of games in the twilight after sup- 
pers -- and the town guys couldn't 
see too good. Plus, the fact that 
Mister (Roy) Johnson, the -home 
superintendent and: the No. 1 
Chicago Cubs fans in the state of Il- 
linois generally was our umpire.

I. wouldn’t say that he gave the 
home team the breaks, but I realize 
now, 59 years later, that he must 
have given me a lot of breaks. 

But, the sports I've listed above 
weren’t really the most favorite of 
the fellows at the home. 

Fist fights were, by far, the No. 1 
sporting event. Not prize fighting as 
we know it now, but the best way we 
boys had found to settle our little dif- 
ferences of opinion. 

Whatever, the difference between 
two boys was it generally came 
down to this: “OK, I'll meet you 
after supper back behind the tool sh- 
ed and fight it out.””
